The SENTiNEii reporter learning that 
Dr. G. W. McCaskey had just returned 
from a several day's visit to Chicago, 
called upon him yesterday to ascertain 
the views of Chicago physicians, as well 
as his own, upon the Brown Sequard 
elixir of life. 
He found the doctor sit- 
ting quietly among his books, in his 
office, at the comer of Wayne and Har- 
rison streets. 


"Well, doctor, what do the Chicago 
physicians^think of the Brown-Sequard 
eHxir?"

"Didn't you talk with them about it?"

"None whatever if properly prepared 
and administered. .The cases of blood 
poisoning, etc., reported over the coun- 
try were all preventable. 
They were 
due to somebody's carelessness or ignor- 
ance and have no bearing on the scien- 
tific merits of the question. 
I should 
consider myself fully responsible for 
such an occurrence in my hands." 


'Then you are willing to say that it 
is safe, are you ?" 


"Perfectly safe, and perfectly use- 
less."

The recent railroad deal, by which 
the Chesapeake and Ohio road passes 
into the possession of the Vanderbilts, is 
hailed with joy by the citizens of that 
portion of the Old Dominion in which 
are situated the numerous and cele- 
brated healing springs.

Many people, however, who annually 
seek the region of these delightful 
waters, either because they are invalids 
or simply for the reason that they love 
picturesque scenery, mountain air, and 
a lazy time, complain of the fatigue of 
the trip across the mountain.

As 
regards charming scenery, pure air and 
general attractiveness, one place has 
little to boast of over the other. 


It is just fifteen miles from the rail- 
road station to the portico of the Warm 
Springs Hotel, and on the way, in addi- 
tion to the mc«t picturesque scenery, 
which is on eveiy side dming the entire 
distance, there are just three sights to 
be seen. The first of these is encoun- 
tered after about three miles of the 
route has been traveled, and is known 
as the Blowing Cave. A great many de- 
scriptions have been given of this natur- 
al curiosity, one of the earliest having 
been written by Thomas Jefferson. He 
said: " It is in the side of a hill, is of 
about one hundred feet in diameter, and 
emits constantly a cun-ent of air, of such 
force as to keep the weeds prostrate to 
the distance of twenty yards before it. 
This current is strongest in dry, frosty 
weather, and in long si)ells of rain 
weakest." 


Jefferson's description is correct as far 
as it goes, but he failed to say anything 
about the temperature of the current of 
air, which, on the day the writer felt it, 
was nearly as cold as ice. Neither is 
anything said by the distinguished 
writer about the numerous snakes, bears, 
wild cats and other interesting animals 
that the natives say make their home in 
the breezy cave; but as these stories are 
somewhat mytliical, perhaps it is just as 
well for the reputation of the great 
Democrat that he said nothing about 
them.

Occasionally an over-modest man ap- 
pears—one who is new to the somewhat 
startling departure from the strict rules 
of etiquette, aud he gathers about his 
loins an abbreviated tennis suit before 
submitting his form to the gaze of the 
other bathers; but, as a nile, there is 
nothing between the skin of the bather 
and the water itself.

sort. Here again the modest man is at 
a disadvantage, and his only recourse is 
to get behind the door while undressing. 
But it is easy to see that there is nothing 
unhealthful in this state of things, be- 
cause the water is constantly running 
oft" through two large pipes and a fresh 
supply bubbling up from below. When 
one becomes accustomed to these free 
and easy rules of propriety the simplic- 
ity of it all is charming. At the Warm 
Springs, where the water stands at a 
temperature of about 98 degrees, the 
swimming or pleasure pools are the 
only places where bathing is indulged 
in. Over at the Hot Springs, however, 
five miles away, there are individual 
pools called "boilers," and in which the 
water reaches a temperature of 110 de- 
grees. These places are not bath tubs, 
but holes in the ground enclosed with 
board walls, and into which the bather 
walks through the hot water by the aid 
of wooden steps. It feels pretty hot at 
first, and the bather sort o' gasps as the 
water cmwls up his tender skin inch by 
inch, but in two minutes he feels very 
comfortable, and it is with reluctance 
that he ascends the steps and puts him- 
self into the hands of the colored "rub- 
ber." Each bather in the boiler has a 
separate dressing room. 


There is something exhilarating in 
this hot medicated water, and on coming 
out of it the bather feels as if he had 
been bom again and is at peace with all 
the world. He does not feel quite so good, 
however, while the old colored man, 
who has made a business pf rubbing 
rheumatic joints for many yeai-s, is 
working: on him with a towel. This 
woolly headed African is one of the fix- 
tures of the place, and all his actions 
are slow: or fast, according to the amount 
pf the tip ^ven him. For twenty-five 
cents he will rub the skin entirely off 
the body from neck to heel, while for 
half that sum or no tip at all he will 
merely scrape the cuticle. There is a 
very amusing feature about the big cir- 
cular bath at the Warm Springs. The 
five feet of water in it is so transparent 
that a nickel dropped on the bottom of 
the i>ool is plainly visible, and any ob- 
ject in the water is made to look but 
naif its nsual length. The bodies of the 
bathers consec^uently loo'k like cari- 
caWes. The impression made upon 
the mind of a person visiting this pool 
for the first time is peculiar. If it is 
the busy part of the day a dozen or so 
old gentlemen will be seen clilaging to a 
rope stretch^ across the p^l, their 
bald heads appearing to be twice their 
actoal edze h^tise of the little crab- 
like bodies attaohed to them benMth 
the water.

tune-telling feature is left to the igno- 
rant, the curious, and the superstitious. 
It must not be inferred from this that 
the fortune-telling palmists, and espe- 
cially the gypsies read the hand at 
hazard. This would be very far from 
the tmth, for nearly eveiy one who 
pays any attention to this line of the 
art works in accordance with more or 
less definite rules, so that any fairly ex- 
perienced palmist—even though mis- 
taken—would read substantially the 
same fortune from the samie jjair of 
hands at diff erent times—not from mem- 
oiy of the hands, but from the applica- 
tion of whatever niles he might be in 
the habit of using. More than this, 
any number of well-instructed gypsies 
would read substantially the same for- 
tune from any pair • of hands, within a 
few days of each other, without any 
consultation or collusion with each 
other. 


No one has two hands alike. The 
left hand—that is, the less active hand 
—shows more nearly than the right 
hand one's natural or inherited peculi- 
arities, while the right hand, or the one 
more active, always exhibits more fully 
the acquired characteristics. This dif- 
ference in hands, which is univei-sal, in- 
forms the palmist as to which way the 
man or woman is growing, and is there- 
fore one of the keys by which to unlock 
many of the less easily solved mysteries 
of the soul. Hands differ indefinitely 
in size, ranging from the extremes of 
large and small, and this difference ex- 
tends to the three dimensions, so that 
hands may be anywliere from long to 
short, from troad to narrow, and from 
thick to thin, and usually each pair of 
hands differ one from the other in these 
three particulars. 


Pasteur and Hydrophobia. 


M. Pasteur is responsible for the 
statement that out of 7,000 people who 
have undergone his treatment for hydro- 
pholaija the totiil number of deaths has 
been seventy-one, or 1 per cent. Two 
hundred and fourteen of these patients 
were English subjects, treated in Paris. 
Of these there were five unsuccessful 
cases after completion of the treatment 
and two more during treatment. The 
methods followed have been continually 
undergoing improvement, so that last 
year, out of a total of sixty-four English 
persons bitten by mad dogs and treated 
in Paris, not a single case has succumbed, 
although ten were bitten on the head 
and others on the limbs, often to a very 
serious exteni;.

This was not because she 
had been so happy there, for here was a 
hard lot, rising early in the morning and 
working away into the night in o ^ r to 
make the few francs per week which she 
required to keep body and soul together.

The citizens of Lai-amie county are 
justly proud of their native marble, 
specimens of which may be seen in the 
windows of assay and real estate offices, 
and are often used to adorn niches in 
the dwellings of the fortunate owners of 
virgin quarries. It has been found of 
almost every variety and shade of color, 
ranging from pure white to gray, black, 
pink, striped, spotted, spangled, and 
variegated. 
Iron and granite also 
abound in many localities; also crop 
pings indicating immense deposits of 
plumbago, mica, lead, and other of the 
base metals, but the average citizen of 
Wyoming makes a sufficient virtue of 
necessity to boast that, unlike other ter- 
ritories, she has little gold and silver 
locked in the secret holds of her many 
mines. 


The "Eighth Wonder of the World" 
may be correctly designated as the Yel- 
lowstone Park, which lies in the north- 
west corner of Wyoming, and covers an 
area of 3,000 square miles. Alrejidy the 
Yellowstone Park attracts its thousands 
of visitors annually. Although the rig- 
orous winters of its altitude exclude 
great crowds of would-be tourists during 
the greater part of the year, excursion- 
ists are not wanting, even in Januaiy, 
who especially delight to behold its 
marvels when wrapped in their mantles 
of snow. But it is in midsummer or 
early autumn that the park can be seen 
at its bést. 


Wyoming is the only one of the wotild- 
be States which is to-day in the full 
possession of the elective franchise. So 
long ago as 1870 and 1871 the Legisla- 
ture passed, an equal suffiage bill pre- 
pared for the occasion by Dr. Hayford, 
of Laramie City, editor of the Laramie 
Sentinel. Dr. Hayford says that while 
as a true Bepublican he was natm-ally 
in favor of woman suf&age from the be- 
ginning of his career as. a citizen and a 
voter, he was at first impelled to agitate 
thè enfranchisement df woman by no 
higher motive than a desire to advertise 
the Territory. The Legislature voted 
for the bill at first as a sort of joke, and 
with tìie expectntion that it would re- 
ceive the Governor's veto. But con-

It is s»id that when distressed the seal 
not only gives voice to its sorrow in 
plaintive cries, but that great tears will 
roll from its eyes. 


The Newfoundland seal fisheries fur- 
nish over 700,000 skins to commerce an- 
nually, and Alaska about a third that 
number; and what is man's return for 
this revenue of money ? Seals are 
cruelly killed. Off the Newfoundland 
coast they are skinned before life is ex- 
tinct, despite their cries and writhings. 


During the past spring over 500,000 
of these poor creatures were captured 
and brought to Halifax and St. John, 
and all had been killed in a barbarously 
cruel manner. Such treatment merits 
the indignation of the whole civilized 
world, and it is a pity that the age does 
not still believe the old legends that 
wouM clothe the seals with power to re- 
turn in other forms and to wreak venge- 
ance on their persecutors; and yet it 
se^ms that a man who could take the 
skin and fat from a living animal while 
its moans bespoke its anguish and its 
great eyes plead for pity would not listen 
to any spirit or living creature, or to the 
small voice within.—[Picayune. 


It Seems to Have Nothing to Do 
with Their Constitutions. 


Serpents Not Charmers. 


"Do you believe that snakes can 
fascinate or charm other animals ?" 
asked a Fresno reporter of a snake 
charmer. 


" That is an eiTor," was the reply. 
" No serpent has that faculty. Every 
animal has its own instinctive way of 
taking its prey—by stealth, agility, 
brute force or strength. My experience 
during the last forty years con&ms my 
belief. I have often heard birds making 
a great noise in a swamp, and I used to 
say: ' There's a snake charming a bird.' 
I would go down there to see what was 
going on, and sure enough there would 
be a black snake going along slowly 
from one branch of a tree to another. 
There would be a catbird or some other 
kind of a bird flying around the snake, 
greatly excited, while the snake moved 
along slowly toward a nest to rob it of 
its young. 


"The maternal instinct of the mother 
bird makes her forget the danger in a 
great measure. So she flies around and 
over the snake and flutters along just 
ahead of him, trying to lead him in an 
opposite direction, but all to no pur- 
pose, and as he comes near the nest she 
becomes more desperate. 


"She pecks at his eyes, beats him 
with W wings, and like a flash he grabs 
her, fd^ he would as soon have her as 
the Voimg, tiecanse she IS - ft .IftljJQft'i 
If not SO d^eioQi. 


There is more in color or likeness in 
breeding all animals than most people 
ima^ne, says au exchange. In large 
herds of animals in their wild state 
colors vary little. There is often, so 
travelers iiave said, an odd-colored stal- 
lion or two in wild herds of horses, and 
it is not uncommon to find an odd-col- 
ored stallion apparently the master of 
the troop. It is quite certain that this 
stallion does not get his own color as the 
herd remains in its own originality. 


It has been said that the original color 
of horses is chestnut, and the e is evi- 
dence to show that of all the Eastern— 
or of what is supposed to be the original 
blood—the color that lasted the longest 
is chestnut and that which has lasted 
least is gi'ay. The earliest numbers of 
the " tnglish Stud Book" gives more 
gi-ays than almost any other color, but 
they have become scarcer and scarcer 
until now among stallions there is 
scarcely a gray horse in service in Eng- 
land. 


For a long time prejudice attached to 
a white horse on account of the fabulous 
tradition that they could not stand th« 
cold,because white was a non-conductor 
of heat, a hypothesis, at once contro- 
verted hj the fact that the polar bear, 
which exists alone in the region of eter- 
nal cold, and are happy nowhere else, 
are white. The same prejudice existed 
at one time against black horses, on the 
other extreme—as black was a conductor 
of heat, a black horse would succumb to^ 
the enervating heat of summer. 


In this age of the world it i^ needless 
to say that the color of a hoi-se ha 
nothing to do with his constitution. 
Frances's Alexander, a coal black stal- 
lion, trotted one of the most exhausting 
and prolonged races against afield of six 
othei-s on one of. the hottest days in mid- 
summer, and won it. Jay-Eye-See is a 
black, and there is no'horse on the 
American turf superior to him in courage 
and endurance. Hopeful is a gray. 


During his turf career he was the fore- 
most horse on the trotting turf. 
He 
pulled a wagon, and placed to his credit 
a record for that way of going which has 
never been equalled. CharUe Ford is 
another gray horse that was first in thir- 
ty-eight races and seventy-seven heats 
below 2.30. These two examples explode 
the theory that hoi-ses of light color are 
usually of a weak constitution. 


Hermit, the great English thorough- 
bred sire, is a chestnut, while his sire 
was a boy of a particularly marked bay 
familv. 
Out of a score of sons anâ 
daughters of Hermit which have made 
their mark the majority are chestnuts. 
This same pecnliaritrmtirks the produce 
of Hambletonion Prince. Those of hia 
get that have made their mark are of 
one 
color — naitiely, Billy Button, 
Helene, Happy Traveler, Peralto. Al- 
though among trotters there are a laj^e 
number of fast horses of various colors,

T h e H e b r e w T e m p l e was t h e scene of 
a pleasant occasion last evening. 


It was the installation of Bev. Adolph 
Guttmacher, the new Babbi of the con- 
gregation. 


He came here some ten days ago as a 
recent graduate of the Hebrew Union' 
college at Cincinnati to accept the pas- 
torate of the church, and his inaugural 
sermon was preached last evening to a 
large congregation. 


It was an effort worthy of the bril- 
liant young divine and the congrega- 
tion is to be congratulated uyon having 
made such an excellent choice. 


He took as the foundation for his ad- 
dress the last verses of the sixth chap- 
ter of Isaiah, and after a few introduc- 
tory remarks, in which he spoke briefly 
of the history of the Achduth Veshalom 
congregation in this city, and the wel- 
come that had befen accorded him upon 
coming fresh from college to assume 
his first charge, he then entered upon a 
discussion of his theme—the duties of 
a Rabbi. 


They were three fold, he said, and 
could be compassed by his duties as a 
preacher, as a teacher and as a friend, 
and they found their work in the pulpit, 
in the school and in the family. He 
spoke of each in a practical and eloquent 
manner and said, with the help of those 
whose wants he came to minister to, 
that he would do his duty. He asked 
the support of the pew in his work, and 
all laboring together, the spirtual inter- 
ests of his people in this city could be 
advanced. 


The Rabbi laid great stress upon the 
education of the young. The Sabbath, 
school, he said, is where charater is 
formed. Educate the young properly 
and we will have God serving men and 
women, better citizens by reason of it 
and those who will be ornaments and a 
blessing to the world. 


His address was delivered in an earn- 
est and effective way, and was replete 
with good thoughts and advice, which 
sitting in the pew without the aid of 
memorandum notes, we can only allude 
to it in a very disconnected and imper- 
fect manner. It was, however, one that 
reflects credit upon the young Rabbi, 
and T H E 
SENTINEL predicts that Rev. 
Gutmacher will not only prove useful 
and popular among his own people, but 
also among our citizens generally, from 
whom he will receive a cordial welcome.

Eight and a half inches of the top of 
the afcreet will first be taken 
and re- 
moved by the oontracting company to 
any point-within 3,000 feet that may be 
>de0igned 
the street commissioner. 
Six inches of concrete will then be put 
down* The concrete consists of brokra 
atone, hydraulic cement and sand thor- 
ottghly tamped until tíie free mortar 
ocwxea to the surface. After the concrete 
has been down a week asphalt is laid in 
two coats, the first coat being half 
an mch thick, and tlie second two inch- 
es thick. On the day after the last coat 
is laid the street will be ready for the 
passage of vehicles. 


The asphalt mixturé is laid at a tem- 
perature of about 275 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and is rolled with a steam roller to 
give thorough compression. 


It may be interesting to know that 
asphalt is obtained from Pitch lake^ on 
the Island of Trinidad, in the British 
West Indies. The lake covers 100 acres 
and its depth is not known. 
The lake 
is really nothing more than a deposit of 
bitumen, solid on top and growing more 
liquid in character as a greater depth is 
reached. It is removed with picks and 
hauled a mile and a half to the little sea- 
port of Le Brea for export. 


The asphalt mixture used upon streets 
is composed of fine sand, pulverized 
lime stone and asphalt cement, all heat- 
ed separately to a uniform temperature 
and mixed in a power mixer. It is 
spread witii hot rakes. 


At the mixing plant, which will be 
near the Wabash railway, twenty-five 
men will be employed; at the stone 
crushing plant fifteen men, and in the 
work of grading, curbing and in the con. 


Crete and asphalt gangs, seventy-five 
men. Not less than thirty teams will be 
employed. The amount of completed 
paving will average between 750 and 
1,000 square yards per day. 
The Bar- 
ber company expects to complete the 
work within sixty days, although a limit 
of ninety days hits been fixed by the 
common council.

In the presence of yoti who live on 
the Pacific coast, I who live on the At- 
lantic coast may appropriately speak on 
this manne allusion of tbe text, forati 
who know about thé sea know àbdût the 
castaway. 
This text implies that minis- 
ters of religion mayj help others into 
Heaven and yet miss it.tb'em.selyes. The 
carpenters that built Noah's ark (lid not 
get into it themselves, 
idrbwn and sur- 
plice, and diplomas, and canonicals are 
no security. 
Cardinal 
Wolsey, after 
having been petted by kings, and hav- 
ing entertained foreign ambassadors at 
Hampton Court, died in ^arkness. , One 
of the most eminent ministers, of relig- 
ion that this country has ever khown, 
plunged into sin and died; his heart, by 
post-mortem examination, found to have 
been, not figuratively but literally, bro- 
ken. 
"We may have hands of ordination 
on tbe head, and address consecrated 
assemblages, but that is no reason why 
we shall necessarily reach the realm 
celestial. 
The clergyman 
mutet 
go 
through the same gate of pardon as the 
layman. 
There have beencases of ship- 
wreck where all on. board escaped ex- 
cepting the captain. 
Alas! if, having 
''preached to' others, I myself should be 
a castaway." God forbid it. 


I have examined some of the com- 
mentaries to see what they thought 
about this word "castaway," and I find 
they differ in regard to the figure used, 
while they agree ÌD regardto the meaning. 
S o l shall make my own selection, and 
take it in a nautical and seafaring sense, 
and show you that men may become 
spiritual castaways, and how finally they 
drift into that calamity. 


You and I live in seaboard cities. 
You have all stood on the beach. 
Many 
of you have crossed the ocean. 
Some 
of you have managed vessels in great 
stress of weather. 
There is a sea-cap- 
tain ana there is another, and yonder is 
another, and there are a goodly number 
of you who, though once you did not 
know the difference between a brig and 
a bark, and between a diamond knot 
and a sprit sheet sail knot, and although 
you could not point out the weather 
cross jack brace, and though you could 
not man the fore clew garnets, now you 
are as familiar with a ship as you are 
with your right hand, and if it were 
necessary you could take a vessel clear 
across to the mouth of the Mersey with- 
out the loss of a single sail. 
Well, 
there is a dark ciight in your memory of 
the sea. 
The vessel became unmanage- 
able. 
You saw it scudding toward the 
shore. 
You heard the cry: "Breakers 
ahead! Land on the lee bow!" The ves- 
sel struck the rock and yon felt the 
deck breaking up under your feet, and 
you werô a castaway, as when the Her- 
cules drove on the coast of Caffraria, 
as when the Portuguese brig went stay- 
ing, splitting, grinding, crashing on 
the Goodwins. 
But whether yoa have 
followed the sea or not, you all under- 
stand the figure when I tell you that 
there are men, who, by their sins and 
temptations, 
are 
thrown 
helpless! 
Driven before the gale! Wrecked for 
two worlds! Castaways! 
Castaways! 


By talking with some sea captains, I 
have found out that there are three or 
four causes for such a calamity to a ves- 
sel. I am told that it sometimes comes 
from creating false lights on the beach. 
This was often so in olden times. It is 
not many years ago, indeed, that vaga- 
bonds used to wander up and down the 
beach, getting vessels 
ashore in the 
night, throwing up false lights in their 
presence and deceiving them, that they 
may despoil and ransack them. 
All 
kinds of infernal arts were used to ac- 
complish this. 
And one night, on the 
Cornish coast, when the sea was coming 
in fearfully, some villains took a lan- 
tern and tied it to a horse, and led the 
horse up and down the beach, the Ion- 
tern swinging to the motion of the 
horse, and a sea captain in the offing 
saw it, and made up his mind that he 
was not anywhere near the shore, for he 
said: "There's a vessel —that must be a 
vessel, for it has a movable light," and 
he had no apprehension until he heard 
the rocks grating on the ship's bottom, 
and it went to pieces and the villains on 
shore gathered up the packages and 
treasures that were washed to the land. 
And I have to tell you that there are a 
multitude of souls ruine'd by false lights 
on the beach. 
In the dark night of 
man's danger, false religion goes up 
and down the shore, shaking its lantern, 
and men look off and take that 
flicker- 
ing and expiring wick as the signal of 
safety, and the cry is: "Heavethe main 
topsal to the mast? All is well!" when 
fi^dden destruction cometh upon them, 
and they shall not escape- 
So there are 
all kinds of lanterns swung on the 
beach—philosophical lanterns, 
educa- 
tional lanterns, humanitarian lanterns. 
Men look at them andare deceived,when 
there is nothing but God's eternal light- 
house of the Gospel tho' can keep them 
from becoming castaways. 
Once, on 
Wolf Crag lighthouse, 
they tried to 
build a copper figure of a wolf with its 
mouth open, so that the storms beating 
into it, the wolf would howl forth the 
dangers to mariners that might be com- 
ing anywhere near the coast. 
Of course 
it was a failure. And so all new inven- 
tions for the saving of man's soul are 
unavailing. 
Ve' hat the human race wants 
is a light bursting forth from the cross 
Standing on the great. headlands—the 
light ef pardon, theilight of comfort,the 
light of Heaven. 
You might better go 
to-night, and destrov all the great light- 
houses on the dangerous coasts—the 
Barnegat lighthouse, the Fasnet Eock 
lighthouse, the Sherryvore lighthouse, 
the Longship's lighthouse, the Holly- 
head lighthouse—than to put out God's 
great ocean lamp—the Gospel. Woe to 
those who swing false lanterns on the 
beach till men crash into ruin. 
Cast- 
aways! Castaways! 


By talking with sea captains I have 
heard also that sometimes ships come to 
this calamity by the sudden swoop of a 
tempest. For instance, a vessel is sail- 
ing along in the East Indies, and there 
is not a single cloud on> the sky; but 
suddenly the breeze freshens,^ and there 
are swift feet on the ratHnes, and the 
cry is: "Way, haul away there!" but be- 
fore they can square the booms and tar- 
paulin the hatchways, the veHSel is 
groaning and creaking in the grip of a 
tornado, and falls over into the trough 
of the sea, and br^dside it rolla on to 
the beach and kee» over, leaving the 
crew to struggle in the merciless surf. 
Castaway! Castaway! And so I have to 
tell you that there are thousands of men 
destroyed through the sudden swoop of 
temptations. 
Some great inducemet^t to 
worldliness, or to sensuality, or to high 
temper, or to some form of dissipation, 
comes upon them. If they had time to 
examine their Bibje, if they had time to 
consult with their frien^, if they had 
time to deliberate, they coald stand it; 
bat thé temptation came so suddenly— 
an ettroclydon on the Mediterranean, a 
trhirlwind of the Caribbean. One awful 
surge of temptation and they perish. 
And 80 ,we often hear the old story: "I 
hadn't seen my friend in a gzétit many 
years. We were very glad to meet. 
He 
«aid I must drink and he took me by the 
arm and .pressed me along/and filledthe 
ctip untifthe bubbles ran over the edge, 
and in an oyil moment all my good reso- 
lutions were swept away, and to the oat- 
tagiog of God and my own soul, I fell«" 
O* the story is: "Ihadhird iirórk to'sup- 
ht u y family* I thoxï^ght that hyi mte, 
"lo.ent/y, by one d«ptptÌDnAT:t^,,<Aflr 
«mbezKlewenC I, wigji^iJRrjug: «^i^frèe

wrong once, I could not stop." O, it if 
the first step that costs; the second, is 
easier; and the third; and on to the last. 
Once baving.bro^en loose, from the an- 
chor, it is not so easy to tie the parted 
Strands. How' oftéii it is that, mien are 
jraioíedíor thé reason that the tempta- 
tions conies from some tinexpected quar- 
ter. As vessels lie in Margate Bpads, 
safe from southwest winds; but the 
wind changing to the northeast, they 
are driven heljiless and go down. 
O 
that God would hâve mercy upon those 
upon whom thëre comes a suddei;! swoop 
of temptation» lest they perish, becom- 
in g castaways ! castaways ! 


By talking with' sea captains, 1 have 
found out also that some vessels come to 
this calamity through sheer reckless- 
ness. There are three million men who 
follow the sea for a living. 
It is a sim- 
ple fact that the average of human life 
on the^ sea is less than twelvé years. 
I This cbmes from the fact that men by 
familiarity with danger sometimes be- 
come reckless—the captain, the helms- 
man, the stoker, the man on the look- 
out, becqpie reckless, and in nine out of 
ten shipwrecks, it is found out that 
some one was awfully to blame. 
So I 
have to tell you that men are morally 
shipwrecked through sheer recklessness. 
There are thousands who do not care 
where they are in spiritual things. They 
do not know which way they are sailing, 
and the sea is black with piratical hnlks 
that would grapple them,with hooks of 
steel and blindfold them, and make 
them "walk the plank." Théy do not 
know what the next moment may bring 
forth, 
drifting in 
their 
theology. 
Drifting in their hpbits. Drifting in 
regard to all their future. No God, no 
Christ, no 
settled a,nticipations 
of 
eternal felicity; but all the time coming 
nearer and nearer to a dangerous coàst. 
Some of them are on fire with evil habit, 
and they shall burn on the sea, the 
charred hulk tossed up on the barren 
beach. Many 
of 
them 
with 
great 
troubles, 
financial 
troubles, 
domestic 
troubles, social troubles; but they never 
pray for comfort. With an aggravation 
of sin they pray for no pardon. 
They 
do not steer for the lightship that dances 
in gladness at the mouth of Heaven's 
harbor; reckless as to where they come 
out, drifting further from God, further 
from early religious influences, further 
from happiness; and what is the worst 
thing about it is, they are taking their 
families along with them, and the way 
one goes^ the probability is they will all 
go. Yet no anxiety. As unconscious of 
danger as the passengers aboard the 
Arctic one moment before the Vesta 
crashed into her. 
Wrapped up in tjie 
business of the store, not remembering 
that soon they must quit all their earthly 
possessions. 
Absorbed in their social 
position, not knowing that very soon 
they will have attended the last levee, 
and whirled in the last 
schottische. 
They do not deliberately choose to be 
ruined; neither did the'French fjigate 
Medusa aim for the Arguin banks, but 
there it went to pieces,. I wish I could 
wake you up. The perils are so aug- 
mented, you will die just as certainly as 
you sit there unless you bestir yourself. 
Are you willing to become a castaway? 
You put out no oar. You take no sur- 
roundings. 
You watch no compass. 
You are not calculating your bearings 
while the wind is abaft, and yonder is a 
long line of foam bounding the horizon, 
and you will be pushed on toward it, 
and thousands have perished there, and 
you are driving in the same direction. 
Ready about! Down helm! Hard down! 
Man the life boat! 
Pull, my lads, pull! 
"He that being often reproved harden- 
eth his neck, shall be suddenly destroyed 
and that without remedy." But some of 
you 
are 
saying 
within yourselves: 
"Wnat shall I do?" Do? Do? 
Why, 
my brother, do what any ship does when 
it is in trouble. 
Lift a distress signal. 
On the sea there is a flash and a boom. 
You listen and you look. 
A vessel is in 
trouble. 
The distress gun is sounded, 
or a rocket is sent up, or a blanket is 
lifted, or a bundle of rags, or anything 
to catch, the I eye of the passing craft. 
So if you want to be taken off the wreck 
of your sin, you must lift a distress sig- 
nal. The Publican lifted the distress 
signal when he cried: "God, be merci- 
ful to me a sinner!" Peter lifted the dis- 
tress signal when he said: "Lord, save 
me, I perish!" The blind man lifted the 
distress signal when he said: "Lord, 
that my eyes may be opened." 
The 
jailer lifted the distress signal when he 
said "What must I do to be saved?" And 
help will never come to your soul until 
you lift some signal. 
You must make 
some demonstration, give some sign, 
make some Heaven piercing outcry for 
help, rifting the distress signal for the 
church's prayer, lifting the distress sig- 
nal for Heaven's pardon. 
Pray! 
Pray! 
The voice of the Lord now sounds in 
your eaiJs: "In Me is tay help." 
Too 
proud to raise such a signal, too proud 
to be saved. 


i There was an old sailor thumping 
about in a small boat in a tempest. 
The 
larger vessel had gone down. 
He felt 
he must die. The surf was breaking 
over the boat, and he said: "I took off 
my lifebelt that it might soon be over, 
ànd 1 thought somewhat indistinctly 
about my friends on shore and then I 
bid them good-by like, and I was about 
sinking back and giving it up, when I 
saw a bright star. 
The clouds were 
breaking away, and there that blessed 
star shone down on me, and it seemed 
to take right hold of me; and somehow, 
I cannot tell how it was, but somehow, 
while I was trying to watch that star, it 
seemed to help me and seemed to lift 
me." O, sinking soul, see you not the 
glimmer between the rifts of the storm 
cloud? 
That is the star of hope. 


I am expecting that 
there will be 
whole familes here who will get into 
that life boat. In 1833 the Isabella 
came ashore off Hastings, England. The 
air was filled with sounds—the hoarse 
sea trumpet, the crash of the axes, and 
the bellowing of the tornado. 
A boat 
from the shore came under the stern of 
the disabled vessel. 
There were women 
and children on board that vessel. Some 
of the sailors jumped into the small 
boat and said: "Now give us the chil- 
dren." A father who stood on 
deck 
took his first born and threw him to the 
boat. 
The sailors 
caught him safely, 
and the next, and the next, to the last. 
Still the sea rocking, the storm howling. 
"Now," 
said the 
sailors, 
"now the 
mother;" and she leaped, and was saved. 
The boat went to the shore; but before it 
got to the shore, the 
landsmen were 
so impatient to help the suffering peo- 
ple that they waded clear down into the 
surf with blankets and garments, and 
promises of help and succor. 
So there 
are whole families here who are going 
to be saved, and saved altogether. Give 
us that child for Christ,that other child, 
that other. 
Give us the mother, give us 
the father, the whole family. 
They 
must all come in. 
All Heaven wades in 
to help yon. I claim this whole audience 
for God. I pick n ot out one man here 
nor one man there; I claim yon all. 
There are some of you who, thirty years 
ago, were consecrated to Christ by your 
parents in baptism. 
Certainly I am not 
Stepping over the right bound when I 
claim yon for Jesus. 
Then there are 
many here who 
have 
been seeking

Then there are some here who have

Farm Life in Chinaa. 


It may interest the American boy who 
growls over farm work to know how 
much better he is off thad one who tills 
the soil of China. ® 
. In that Celestial Kingdom a farmer 
may be hired by the year for.from $8 to 
$14, with food, clothing, head-shaving, 
and tobacco. 
Those who work by the 
day receive from 8 to 10 cents, with a 
noonday meal. 
At the planting and 
harvesting of rice, wages are from 10 to 
20 cents a day, with five meals, or 30 
cents a day without food. 


Few land owners hire hands except 
for a few days during the planting and 
harvesting of 
rice. 
Thosé who have 
more land than they and their sons can 
till lease it to their neighbors. 
Much 
land is held on leases given by ancient 
proprietors 
to clansmen, whose 
de- 
scendants now till it, paying from $7 to 
$14 worth of rice annually for its use. 


Food averages little more than $1 a 
month for each member of a farmer's 
family. 
One who buys, cooks, and eats 
his meals alone spends from $1.50 to $2 
a month upon the raw material and 
fuel. 


Two poimds of rice, costing 
cents, 
with relishes of salt fish, pickled cab- 
bage, cheap vegetables and fruits, cost- 
ing 
cents, is the ordinary allowance 
to each laborer for each day.

"Live on sixpence a day and 
earn it," is followed by nearly every 
Chinaman. 
One or two dependent rel- 
atives frequently share with him the 
sixpence.

When a public nuisance becomes too 
offensive we combine to secure the en- 
actment of repressive statutes. 
But 
when this is done we complacently fold 
our arms and leave the police and the 
courts to execute it. 
We forget the 
nature of our polity. We ignore the 
fact that in our country the police and 
the courts are powerless without the 
active cooperation of the people. 
We 
have laws of all kinds—plenty of them. 
Yet many of these are a dead letter be- 
cause those against whom 
they are 
aimed are alert and aggressive and de- 
termined, bribing or terrorizing the au- 
thorities, while the friends of order are 
supine. Prize-fighters, gambling hells, 
houses of ill fame and such like law- 
breakers, because they coin money or 
gratify illicit passions by trampling on 
repressive 
legislation, 
make 
them- 
selves felt as a 
tremendous power, 
while thel)etter classes, because they 
are too lazy or too timid to enter com- 
plaints and insist Tlpon the enforcement 
of the most wholesome laws, throw upon 
Che State or municipal ofScers the 
whole responsibility of executing them. 
We expect these officers to incur the 
bitter and unscrupulous enmity of tlie

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Indians Smallpox Doiug MlsehleU 
The nine cases of smallpox reported 
at Menominee, Wis., furnish the sequel 
to the robbery of the pest-house on the 
farm of the Allen County infirmaxy. 
The dispatches say that the disease was 
communicated by a family named Ander* 
son, who came from Chicago on an im- 
migrant train, but who had resided in 
Northern Indiana. 
The man was em- 
ployed on the natural gas trenches at 
Fort Wayne, and the family lived in a 
dilapidated shanty on the banks oZ the 
St. Mary's River. 
They were extremely 
poor, the children not having enough 
clothing to wear to admit of their going 
out on the street. About this time the 
Allen County pest-house, where the 
clothes of 270 patients were packed 
away, was entered and those disease- 
infected clothes were stolen. 
Some of 
the workmen on the natural gas line 
were suspected of the theft, and it waa 
found that most of the clothes had been 
sold to the men employed on the gas 
lines. 
The Anderson family had prob- 
ably got their share of them, as their 
children shortly afterward were found 
to be better provided with wearing ap- 
parel. Then Mr. Anderson became sicky 
lost his employment, and, on a pass 
furnished by Trustee Brackenridge, left 
for Chicago, en route to Menominee 
where he claimed to have relatives. 
There can be no doubt that the family 
contracted the disease from the pest- 
house clothing; and as perhaps hun- 
dreds of others bought of these clothes, 
and left for other parts of the country, 
the disease.is liable to spread. It seems 
almost incredible that the health ofi&cers 
should have neglected to destroy the 
clothes taken from the pest-house in- 
mates.

1 line of West Virginia, there are warm 
hot and cold springs; white milphur 
plain sulphur, and, probably, blue su 
phur springs; iron, magnesia, alum 
and soda springs, and for more than n 
hundred years they have been bathed ii 
and drunk by invalid* from nil sections 
of the country. These wonderful waters 
have been little known, however, com 
pared with those in Arkansas, New 
Mexico, and other jwints in the Wes 
and Southwest 
This is undoubtedly 


owing to the fact that they are not situ 
atcil on the line of a railroad. Twenty 
miles of stage riding over the mountain* 
is necessary now, in addition to tlie trii 
by rail ; nnd in the days when th* him 
beriii" old Concord coaches were nsct 
and the road was simply a track throng) 
the wilderness this was not a pleasant 
journey. Within the past few Tears, 
however, things have changed, and the 
old-time health resorts nre beginning to 
experience a genuine and grateful boom. 
Tho heavy stage coaches have given way 
to light spring wagons, and over a 
smooth toll road as well kept as any 
mountain road ran lie, tliev make the 
ascent of the GOO feet Hint intervenes 
between the railroad and the Springs.

Fifty thousand persons, 
mostly invalids or semi-invalids, pour 
into the city of Hot Springs, Arkansas, 
annually Becking health from various 
blood diseases, nnd yet that mgged little 
city in the narrow valley of tlie Hot 
Springs Mountains can ho-tst of no such 
attractions as are to be found on every 
baud in tlie Springs region of tlie Blue 
Bidge. 


The auti'itte surroundings of these old- 


time resorts arc in themselves very 
fascinating. There arc no modern bath 
houses, no porcclauvlincd tubs, no 
dressing rooms with loco curtains nnd 
Turkish rugs, nnd no water running 
through n spigot from » reservoir. There 
aro, however, large pool* live ur six feet 
deep, into which the water bubbles hot 
iiml fresh from mother earth. 
The 


louse that is built about one of these 
liathing pools is a wooden tetit-stiaiwd 
structure, no nrmnged that light and nir 
in profntioii come in tlirough tho roof. 
No bathing clothes nre worn by tho 
swimmers in this naturally heated 
water. There are, of course, separate 
pools for men nud women, and iiitoeich 
tho bather jumps arrayed only in tho 
continue worn by Adam boforo tho fall. 
Occasionally an over-modest man ap- 
pears— one who is new to tlio somewhat 
startling departure- from the strict rules 
if etiquette, ami ho gathers about his 
loins nn abbreviated tennis suit before 
submitting his form to tho gaze of tho 
other bathers; but, OH a rule, there is 
nothing Ix-tween tho skin of the hither 
and tlie witter itself. Although it often 
happens that as many an twenty men 
get iiito tho "pleasure pool" at tho 
same time, there are but two dressing 
rooms, and these of tlie most primitive 
sort. Here again the modest man is at 
a disadvantage, and his only recourse is 
a got behind thodoorwhilc undressing. 
!Int it is ciuy to FOC that there is nothing 
mhealthful In this state of things, l>c- j 
cause the water is constantly nmning ' 
oft' through two large pipes and a fresh 
supply bubbling up from below. When 
one becomes Accustomed to these free 
and cnay rules of propriety the simnlic- 
ty of it all is charming. At the Warm 
Springs, wlieift the water stands at a | 
cmpenttiira of nltout 1)8 degrees, the 
swimming or pleasure pools are the 
only places where bathing is indulged 
n. Over at tho Hot Springs however, 
ive miles awny, there are individual 
>ools called "boilers," and in which the 
water reaches a temperature of 110 de- 
trees. These places are not bath tubs, 
mt holes in thu ground enclosed with 
toard walls, nnd into which the bather 
vulks through the hot water by tho aid 
if wooden steps. It feels pretty hot nt 
irst, and the bather sort o* gasps as tho 
water crawls up his tender skin inch by 
neb, but in two minutes he feels very 
comfortable, and it is with roluctniico 
hnt he ascends the steps and puts hiin- 


>er." Each bather in the boiler has a 
separate dressing room. 


There is something exhilarating in 


his hot medicated water, and on coming 
mt of it tho bather feels as if lie had 
toon born again and is at peace with nil 
he world. Ho does not feel quite so good. 
icwever, while tho old colored man, 
who has made a business of nibbing 
henmatic joints for many ycurs, is 
vorking on him with a towel. This 
voolly headed African is one of the fix- 
arcs of the place, and all his actions 
ro slow or fnst, according to the amount 
f the tip given him. For twenty-five 
cuts ho will rub the skin entirely off 
he body from neck to heel, while for 
lalf that sum or no tip at all he will 
lercly scrape the cuticle.

Neither i 
anything said by the distingtlishet 
writer about the nnnioroussimk.es, bears, 
wild eats nnd other interesting nnima 
that the natives say make their homo i 
the breezy cave; but ns these stories are 
somewhat mythical, perhaps it is jnstn 
well for the reputation of the jjrea 
Democrat that ho eaid nothing abou 
them. Curiosity number two is fonm 
a little further on in the shape of an ol» 
mountaineer, six feet high, rnw-boned 
and bcwhiskercd, who performs all tli 
work of conducting a good-sued fnrn 
and who tells his callers with unwontW 
candor that he has nsed both "tor 
bncker nnd liker " all his life.

weeks, and perhaps he will. Ho num- 
bers his visitors by the score each day, 
but they arc not a source of great pmtl 
to him. as they are merely [Huwiiif 
through to tho moro popular resurtu bo* 
yoiid. 


Palmirtry Baa Bute*.

Thin would bo very far from 
the truth, for nearly every ono who 
jinys any attention to this lino of the 
art works in accordance with more or 
less definite rules, no that any fairly ex- 
pmicnccd palmist-even though mis- 
taken — would read 
substantially the 


same fortune from the snmu pair ol 
hands nt different times— nut from mem- 
ory of tho bands, but from tlie applica- 
tion of whatever rules ho might INI In 
the habit of using. 
Moro than this, 


any nninlmr of well-instructed gypsies 
would rend t<nbst4intiiilly the same for- 
tune from any pair- of hands, within a 
few days of each (ithcr, without any 
consultation or collusion with each 
other. 


No ono has two hands alike. Tlio 


left hand— that is, tho less active hand 
— shows more nearly than the right 
hand one's natural or inherited peculi- 
arities, while the right hand, or the one 
more nctive, always exhibits moro fully 
tho acquired characteristicn. This dif- 
ference in hands, which is universal, in- 
forms the palmist an to which way the 
man or woman is growing, nnd is there- 
fore ono of the keys by which to unlock 
mniiy of tho less easily solved mysteries 
of tho soul. Hands differ indefinitely

The Natural Resources of the Terri 


tory— Results of the Woman. Bui 
frage Experiment. 


Look now upon the map and you wi] 


see, lying almost in the centre of th 
Pauitic Northwest a great sirutire, am 
seemingly almost level, subdivision o 
the Territories, which contains 03,000, 
000 acres, divided diagonally by the 
Kocky Mountains, which trend from it 
northwest to its southeast corner, cut 
ting it almost directly into two erea 
triangle-. This is the Territory of"Wy 
oming, one of the self-proposed incom 
ing States, and the latest organized 
of tho Territories, dating its birth jus 
about far enough back of the presen 
writing to be 21 years old, or "jus 
old enough to vote." 


Until a comparatively recent period 


this Territory was given up almas 
wholly to stouk raising, the broad np 
lands which comprise by far the greatei 
part of its area having been admirubli 
adapted to grazing purposes until, the 
business being overdone, the bunch 
gross grew short, and a few hard winters 
for which the stockmen were unpre- 
pared, made serious havoc with the 
cattle and horses which had previously 
luxuriated in summer upon its green, 
nutritious nbundauce, and managed t( 
subsist in winter upon its dir sect 
stalks. These stall;*, until eaten down 
by over-pasturing protruded through 
the snow and furnished ready-made 
hay, for which the animals "rustled,' 
unless overtaken by the blizzards thai 
sometimes, even in the palmy days ol 
ranging, destroyed vast herds. But as 
ono such blizzard in half a dozen, years 
was considered about the average, the 
Intervening wild winters afforded oppor- 
tunity for the stockj to grow again, and 
the remarkable rapidity with which the 
herds of the plains increased uudersnch 
conditions caused the stockmen to post- 
|H>uo their good intentions regarding 
iho future, until a succession of seven; 
winters destroyed the outfits, and, in 
Western parlance, "busted" the busi- 
ness. 


As stock ranging afforded compara- 


tively little business for railroads, the 
settlement of Wvoming watj for a long 
line retarded bv .the difficulties of 
transportation. The cuttle men could 
drive the product of tho plains to tho 
distant 
railway stations, where the 


stock was shipped to Eastern • markets, 
and the ranger could take back in his 
settler wagon to his "lodge in the 
wilderness" such supplies ns ho would 
need for another year with much more 
ease to himself than ho could enjoy if 
obliged to fence tho land and raise his 
grain, fruit, and vegetables. This sort 
of easy going life, with its alluring un- 
certainties and, ou the whole, enormous 
iroflts, offered as litt'e inducement to 
noderu enterprise i» to old-fashioned 
industry. Consequently the one mil- 
road in tho Territory which long "had 
everything its own way" was not over- 
anxious for further innovations in its 
line. 


But a recent change has come over

dreams. The competing companies that 
waked the echoes in tlio mountain* of 
Montana and Idaho and found tho great 
plains of the two Dakota* favorably dis- 
wsod to answer their effort* witli oom-

nro tho natural udvimta-jes of Wyoming 
n nn agricultural nnd tmncrnt sonso, 
hat the new railway development* not 
•ot completed, nud sorno of thorn hnrd- 
y begun, have so stimulated immigra- 
lon that over 2,300,000 acres of public 
and Imvo bt-ou taken ui» within the 
wrdors of thu Territory within the post 


Tim lands of Wyoming, thongli not 
o generally afflicted with sagebrush as 
hose of Utnli, Idaho, and many parti) 
if Montana, are nevertheless M part of 
ho great arid regions over which Con- 
gress is to bo required to wrestle before 
oniplotinc tho great irrigating scheme 
now agitating Arixonaanil roTohitioniz- 
ngj California. Thu natural resources 
f Wyoming, though so largely pastoral 
is to have hindered thoir early develop. 
mcnt, are as yet almost unknown out- 
idu of hor own borders. A gentleman, 
resident of the northern part, witli 


whom I recently conversed an weclinnced 
o meet in traveling, assured mu that, no 
at an prospected, Wyoming seemed a 
ast bituminous coal bed, witli its strata 


no uniformly distributed during some 
>aat era that no irnrt of its great area has 
>ecn left unfavored by tho bomitouiii 
and of nature. Thecnal lies generally 
bout a dozen feet below the surface, 
nd is of good quality and proves easily 
named. It* presence in such vast 
uantitics would natnrallv suggest vast 
ubterrancan reservoirs of" i»trolenm. 
Tho citizens of Lnramie county aro 
islly proud of their native marble, 
pocimens of which may be soon In the 
vindows of assay and real estate offices, 
nd nre often used to ndorn niches in 
ie dwellings of the fortunate owners of 
irgin quarries. It has been found of 
Imost every variety and shade of color, 


ranging from pure white to gray, block, 


ink, striped, spotted, spangled, and 
aricgated. 
Iron and granite also 


tmund in many localities; also crop 
ings indicating immense deposits of 
ilumlmgo, mien, lead, and other of tho 
wise metals, but tho average citizen of 
Vyoming makes a sufficient virtue of 
uccssity to bnnst that, unlike other ter- 
tories, she has little gold and silver 
ocked in tlio secret holds of her many 
nines. 


Tlie "Eighth Wonder of the World" 


may be correctly designated as tho Yol- 
owstono Park, which lies in the north- 
est corner of Wyoming, and covers an 
rea of 3,000 square miles.

How the lords nnd ladies, tho dukes 


an ? duchesses, the counts and the bar 
ons managed to eat meat during the 
auto-fork ueriod is more or less fully de 
scribed by dozens of chroniclers. 
The 


business of tho servants was to lay tho 
cut meat on tho guest's plate with a big 
broad caning knife. The guest tore i 
apart and stuffed it into his mouth with 
his fingers. It was not bad form to tear 
up an especially tough piece with the 
teeth. 
The finger nails, too, not infre- 


quently aided this tearing process. 


Only meats were served to the guestfl 


from the common platter with a earvinp 
knife. All other food was picked witli 
the fingers from the serving disk Good 
form required that each guest should Be- 
lect "his place" on the platter, and help 
himself from none other throughout the 
meal. 
The fastidious mau picked out 


!iis tid-bit from "his place" with three 
fingers, and guided it to his mouth 
without letting it touch his nose or 
chin. 


Erasmus, of Botterdam, who knew a 


treat deal about niedircval manners, said 
in 1539: "Take what is offered you with 
:liree fingers, or hold out your plate to 
be served. 
There are persons "who no 


sooner sit down to the table than they 
stick both hands into the platter. A per- 
son ought, however, to receive on his 
plate what he cannot take with his fin- 


I gere." In 1&44 Monseigncnr della Casa, 
! Bishop of Benevent, wrote n book on et- 
iquette, entitled "(Jtalathea," which hi 
15&* wits translated into French by Jean 
de Tonrnay. In this book the Bishop 
Bays: 


"It hardly seems proper that a man 


should wash his hands m public. That 
should bo done by every one in his pri- 
vate chamber. Nevertheless, when a 
man dines out, he must wash his hands 
in company, even if they are not dirty, 
in order tlinl the other guests may be 
assured that only clean hands aro thrust 
Iinto the platters. 


"A well bred man," ho says in anoth- 


er place, "must avoid greasing his fin- 
gers at table in order that the table- 
cloth may not become dirty, to the dis- 
gust of all present. 
To rub tho hands 


clean with bread seems also to be a 
rather disgusting custom." 
Brautontf, 


who wroto much concerning women ant 
politeness at tbo court of the Yulois, al- 
so tells many stories about how lino la- 
dies fished about in tho platters with 
their fingers in search of ttd bits. 


Even in those days, however, there 


wore not a few very fastidious persons 
who objected to covering their hands 
witli grease and gravy every time they 
took a bite. Mnny of these very fastidi- 
ous persons woro gloves at table. (Jabln 
do Castiglione tells about a nobleman 
with whom he lived twelve yearn, and 
who in all that time only ate once with- 
out glove*. This same nobleman^ ac- 
cording to the chronicle, "nianositvrei) 
witli his fingers at table as skillfully H 
a lyre player."

It is stid that when distressed the seal 


not only gives voice to its sorrow in 
plaintive cries, but that great team will 
roll from its eyes. 


The Newfoundland seal fisheries fur- 


nish over 700,000 skins to commerce an- 
nually, nnd Alaska about n third that 
number; and what is man's return for 
this revenue of money? Seals are 
cruelly killed. Off tho Newfoundland 
coast they nre skinned before life is ex- 
tinct, despite their cries and writhings. 


During the past spring over 500,000 


of these poor creatures wore captured 
and brought to Halifax and St. John; 
and all hod been killed in n barbarously 
cruel manner. Such treatment merits 
tho indignation of the whole civilized 
world, and it is a pity that tho age does 
not still believe tlie old legends that 
wou!d clothe the seats with power to re- 
turn in other forms and to wreak venge- 
ance on tlicir persecutors; and yet it 
twins that a man who could take the 
skin and fat from a living animal while 
its mouns bespoke its anguish and its 
jreat eyes plead for pity would not listen 
» any spirit or living creature, or to the 
small voice within. — [Picayune.
